m Iam 
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President Kennedy lias told the 
nation that the rockets, artillery 
pieces, and small arms flowing into 
C nl>a Irom the U.S.S.R are considered 
to he purely defensive weapons. This 
evaluation appears to he based upon 
intelligence reports which establish 
the maximum range of the rockets as 
less than 35 miles. This description 
of Cuba’s recently acquired arsenal 
can be accepted partially, but only 
when these weapons are considered 
Irom the standpoint of present loca- 
tion and tactical deployment. 

An American armored division de- 
ployed in fixed positions behind a 
natural barrier can be said to be 
armed with “defensive” weapons; but 
once this division crosses into enemy 
territory, it is armed with “offensive” 
veapons of awe-inspiring power. Hit- 
lers Wehrmacht was armed with de- 
fensive weapons while it remained 
on German soil; but when unleashed 
nr the Blitzkreig which enveloped 
i nland, the low countries and France, 
to ere was no doubt about the tactical 
i laracteristics of the weapons used. 



Any military force engaged in an 
oflensive operation must halt occa- 
sional!) on intermediate objectives lor 
the purpose of reorganization and re- 
supply. \\ bile in this posture the 
lorce is on the defensive and the 
\\( apons of the force can be termed 
defensive weapons. 

11 xve compare the communist 
move ment with a military operation, 
Cuba becomes an intermediate ob- 
jective which is to be reorganized and 
refitted as a base from which the 
communists can continue their ol- 
lensive toward their ultimate objec- 
tive ot world domination. Under these 
circumstances, the stockpile of Rus- 
sian arms in Cuba can be described 
as defensive weapons but only tem- 
porarily because we know that the 
communists are never satisfied with 
defensive tactics. 

If the American people whole- 
heartedly accept the President’s state- 
ment that Cuba has only defensive 
weapons they are lx*ing gullible and 
are deluding themselves concerning 
the goal of communist strategy.
